Dr. Mllbank Johnson, B.S., M.D.. 
L.L.D., of Los Angeles, who has been 
one of the moat active of the oppo­ 
nents of single tax In. California, 
points out that the particular wording 
makes this the most radical of all the 
amendments the single taxera have 
put up to voters anywhere, going tar 
beyond ere? Henry George's theory 
of taxation, and presenting to the peo­ 
ple of the State ot California a menace 
more terrible than any ever presented 
by the single taxers, or any other of 
tbt  oclaljsUcally inclined agitators ot 
the United States. So extreme is it 
in its tertdency that it has aroused 
the-opposition of every one of the busi­ 
ness interests of the state, the prop­ 
erty ownen and the laboring people 
alike.. The farmers are up In arms 
against It.

Dr. Johnson, whose name stands for 
much in trie .work of social betterment 
says of the present attempt:

"t feel It a duty I owe to the people 
of California to make the greatest 
attempt possible to warn every one 
of them of the dangers of this single 
fax iniquity. So deeply Interested did 
I become fa tWs matter after the re­ 
sult of the election two years ago wag 
announced, and when It became known 
that the' single taxers were planning 
another attempt this year, that I took

"I found that in a large majority of 
the cities of British Columbia, includ­ 
ing the cities of Vancouver1 and Vic­ 
toria, single 'tax had been given a 
thorough trtal,' to-' the great sorrow of 
all of those who were instrumental in 
securing its adoption in those munici­ 
palities.

"My investigations, and those of Mr. 
Steele, proved conclusively that In ev­ 
ery Instance where single tax was 
adopted by a municipality in British 

! Columbia disaster to that community, 
and absolute financial ruin followed 
In its wake. * v

"The'dlrejlnlquitlas of the .single tax 
struck me so forcibly during my stay 
in British Columbia that Immediately" 
after my return to California, noting

perous state, I began to advocate the 
me of some measure that will have 
the effect of stopping the single -tax 
agitation In California once arid for all.

,"tp.! this' end the .Anti-Single Tax 
organizations finally decided', to, place 
upon the ballot an amendment, wb4<|h 
IB Number Pour, which will compel 
any person or set of persons desiring 
to enact by Initiative any measure in 
California affecting taxation or assess­ 
ment to secure 25 per1 cent of'the 
signatures of the voters at the preced­ 
ing gubernatorial election instead of 
8 per cent, as at present.

"The organizations believe that 
Amendment Number 4, if adopted, 
will prove an effectual bar to the 
single tax menace in California.

"We are therefore asking all those 
who are alive to the danger that con­ 
fronts us to vote for Amendment 
Number 4, as well aa against Amend­ 
ment Number 20, the single tax 
Iniquity.
